banners wrapped up in the rear wheel, 
and he had to be content with a 
commendable fourth place. 


Mosier and Bell went at it, swapping 
the lead again and again, until the 
final lap when the race was decided in 
a crash behind the L.A. Coliseum’s 
peristyle. 

“There was a small berm — too far 
to the outside to use, really — because 
someone could pass inside you,” 
Mosier explained later, “But I tried to 
use it to pass Bell. It was muddy, and I 
just slipped right over it.” 

With Mosier down, Bell rode to a 
secure win which pleased his own 

‘special cheering section no end. “My 

mom brought 100 tickets,” Mike said, 
“and then sold them to all our friends 
so they'd all be sitting together. She 
wrote ‘em a check for $1,500.” 

Mosier remounted to finish second. 
Yamaha's 500cc National Champion 
Rick Burgett finished third, as 
Suzuki’s Darrell Shultz and Scott 
Gillman completed the top five 
transfer positions. ` 

In the first of two semifinals, Bob 
Hannah led Can-Am’s Tony DiStefano 
to the finish line. In the second semi, 
Donnie Hansen and John Savitski took 
the two transfer spots to the final. 
Yamaha's Rex Staten scored the final 
berth on the final event starting line by 
winning the consolation race. 


Final 

For the second time that evening, 
Kawasaki's Teeny Meanie Jeff Ward 
found the quick line over the 
backward-falling starting gate and led 
Barnett, Howerton, Mosier and 





Jennings through turn one, this time at 
the start of the money-paying event. 
Ward held firm as they came around 
for the completion of lap one, and 
Barnett kept the leader in striking 
distance. But Howerton had bobbled, 
dropping to fifth, and it was 
Kawasaki's Gaylon Mosier taking his 
place behind Barnett in third. Jenning 
moved up to fourth ahead of 
Howerton, Jimmy Weinert, Mike Bell, 
Rich Eierstedt and Donnie Hansen. 
Gary Semics rounded out the top 10. 


Mosier began an early sprint for the 
lead on lap three when he got around 
Barnett and wedged in behind Ward. 
The top three were extremely close 
with fourth place’ Jennings only a 
second behind, and he was at the 
pressure point in a four-way race for 
fourth with Weinert, Howerton and 
Bell. 


Rex Staten, trying to better his out- 
of-the-top-10 position, crashed in the 
whoops just before the finish line and 
was shaken badly enough to call it 
quits after receiving attention from 
track medical attendants. 

On lap five, one-quarter through 
the 20-lap event, Mosier held firm, but 
Barnett was harassing Ward and 
trying to take over second place. Bell 
had gotten past not only Howerton 
and Weinert but Jennings as well, and 
the eventual second placer. rode in 
fourth. Marty Tripes, 14th. at .the 
completion of lap one, had just broken 
into the top 10. 

On lap six, Tripes suffered a setback 


when he touched Hansen's rear wheel 
and dumped the Honda. He

remounted quickly losing little time 
and started charging again. 

Lap seven saw Barnett discover the 
weak spot in Ward’s defense and slip 
his Suzuki past the Kawasaki rider into 
second place. The order at the end of 
lap nine had Mosier in the lead with 
Barnett second. Ward was being 
challenged by Bell for third, and 
Howerton held a semi-stable fifth 
place. Completing the top 10 were 
Jennings, Hansen, Gibson, Tripes and 
Weinert. 

Bell wasn’t willing to settle for 
fourth, and as they approached the 
halfway mark, he slipped past Ward 
into third place. Howerton, too, was 
thinking about putting together a last- 
half rally, and he followed Bell past 
Ward on the next lap. 3 

Mark Barnett and Mike Bell began 
their tire-rubbing battle just past the 
halfway flags, and the entire second 
half of the moto kept spectators on 
their feet and yelling. 

Finally, time ran out. With two laps 
to go, Barnett decided the time had 
come to go just a litfle bit harder, and 
he put the move on Mosier. As the two 
wound through the Toyota Tornado, 
Barnett tucked his wheel inside Mosier 
and pulled alongside as they shot up 
the steep incline. Gaylon saw the blur 
of yellow at this side and tried to close 


the door, but it was too late. Barnett . 


had the controlling line, and Mosier's' 
front wheel just bounced off as Mark 
jammed past. The cheering was 
deafening. 


Bell was as determined to win as was_ 


Barnett, and he also gave that extra 
inch of effort, finding a way past 














































Mosier on the last lap. He closed on 
the Suzuki rider again, and for a 
moment, it was a Suzuki/Yamahi/ 
Kawasaki race with any marque likey 
to win. 


Bell closed on Barnett again, and 
the pair pulled a slight lead on Mosier. 
As they left the last turn on the last 
lap, both were 100% wide open, and 
they sailed across the jump/finish line 
with Bell’s front wheel at Barnett’s 
rear! 


Mosier kept a secure third ahead of 
Howerton and Ward. Marty Tripes 
had worked his way up to take sixth 
place ahead of Donnie Hansen. Jim 
Gibson took eighth place. Marty 
Moates’ LOP Yamaha rolled in ninth 
ahead of 10th placer Jimmy Weinert, 
a remarkable ride for Moates 
considering he’d completed lap one in 
20th place. °

FRANCORCHAMPS, BELGIUM, 
JULY1 

A boycott by the world’s top 
riders reduced the Belgian Grand 
Prix to little more than an in- 
ternational meeting on Sunday, 


and left the 100,000 crowd lining the 
new, shorter Spa Francorchamps cir- 
cuit simmering on the edge of a riot. 

The cause of the riders’ decision was 
the slippery state of the newly laid 
tarmac, and despite strenuous efforts 
by the organizers, the surface stayed 
treacherous. 

By Saturday afternoon, the paddock 
was beginning to thin out as riders 
decided to leave the circuit following 
news that the organizers in liaison with 
the FIM jury had turned down a 
request to reduce the status of the 
meeting from world —— to 
international, with no points at stake 

Others followed that evening, but 
more evacuated early Sunday morning 
after an estimated 2000 drunken fans 


showered the police and the paddock - 


with stones and bottles late Sunday 
night. Cars were over-turned, a police 
van set on fire and dozens of straw 
bales burned. 

It was that, coupled with threats 
from some Wil Hartog supporters that 
persuaded Boet van Dulmen and Jack 
Middleburg, two of the few remaining 
top liners prepared to race, to go. 

Fears that violence might erupt 
again on Sunday afternoon when the 
fans learnt that the stars had gone, 
proved groundless, though fighting 
did break out in sections of the main 
grandstand soon after the start of the 
500cc event. 

But the suspicion that something 
might happen was enough to persuade 
the organizers to accept a plea from 
the sidecar entry to bring their race 
forward from the last race of the day, 
to third on the programme. 

The three-wheeler event, for B2A 
(conventional) sidecars was the only 
race worthy of world championship 
status, and fortunately it was one of 
the best of the day, too. 

At the end of the 18 laps, Rolf 


Steinhausen (Yamaha) emerged 
triumphant over reigning  sidecar 
world champion Rolf Biland 


(Yamaha) to extend his lead in the 
category over next best, Siegfried 
Schauzu (Yamaha). 

Now Steinhausen, with Briton Ken- 
ny Arthur in the chair, is 20 points 
ahead of Schauzu, who was pushed in- 
to fourth place in Sunday's race by 
impressive Dick Greasley (Yamaha). 


It looked as though Biland, who set 
the fastest time in training would walk 
away with the race, once he took the 
lead from early pacemaker Schauzu. 
But then as Steinhausen, in second 
spot, began to come under pressure 
from Werner Schwarze (Yamaha) the 
gap between this pair and the leader 
began to shrink. 

Steinhausen took command four 
laps from home, and held on to win by

just under five seconds from the Swiss 


ace. But though the German was hap- 


py enough after the race, Biland ex- 
plained that he had had problems. 

“For the first three laps it was good, 
but then my front tire began to lose 
grip, particularly on right handers. 
Then I found the bike was un- 
dergeared, I just couldn’t match the 
speed of Rolfs outfit. Then three laps 
from the finish I started to run short of 
petrol. I wanted to make an attack at 
the last corner but it wasn't possible,” 
said Biland. 

Third home was Dick Greasley after 
another sluggish start that robbed him 
of any chance of catching the leading 
duo. But Greasley, with John Parkins 
in the chair looked once again world 
class. 

Out of the running went Werner 
Schwarzel (Yamaha) five laps from the 
flag, when battling with Biland and 
Steinhausen, after his fuel pump 
failed. 

Dennis Ireland (Suzuki) was the 
man to have the dubious pleasure of 
winning the 500cc race, his average 
speed was slower than the sidecars, 
and the absence of most of the top 
names in the 500cc class left him with 
little opposition to beat. 

Second place went to Australian 
Kenny Blake (351 Yamaha) who also 
set the 500cc lap record, with 
youngster Gary Lingham (Suzuki) un- 
derstandably not keen to give up his 
first ever Grand Prix outing, third 
home. 

Gary, in fact, held second spot for a 
while till relegated to third by Blake. 
But he was only six seconds behind the 
Aussie after the 20 laps. 

Kenny's friend, and travelling com- 
panion, Chas Mortimer was also-pip- 
ped. at the post in his bid to win a 
Grand Prix race. Chas was quickest in 
the 250cc training, and refused point 
blank to be press-ganged by his fellow 
competitors into joining the boycott. 

Chas led Kawasaki mounted 
Austrian Edi Stollinger over the line, 
—— the last lap of the lightweight 

ut in the sprint from La Sour- 
ce hairpin the Green Meanie was just a 
— than Mortimer's Vamaha. 

Stollinger won by half a second, the 
first Austrian GP success since the days 
of Bertie Schneider and his works 


Suzukis in the mid sixties. 
The 125cc race was another 
nostalgic occasion. It went to 


Australian Barry Smith, who was back 


in. Europe for the first time in ten 


years. Appropriately Barry's last GP 
win’ was the 50cc class in the 1969 
Belgian GP at Spa Francorchamps. 

* Smith dropped back from the 
leading trio for a while, because he 
thought they were getting a little wild. 
But then he piled on the pressure to 
win easily from the unknown Spaniard 
Marcelino Garcia (Morbidellf).

i FARLEIGH CASTLE, WILTSHIRE, 
ENGLAND, JULY 1 


Mobbed by an ecstatic crowd, 
Great Britain's Graham Noyce 
mounted the victory rostrum at 
sunny Farleigh Castle in Wiltshire on 
Sunday to become: first Briton in 
eleven years to win a Motocross Grand 
Prix on home ground. 

Not since 1968 when Vic Edstwood 
raced a Husqvarna to victory over the 
same circuit has a Briton won an 
overall Grand Prix at home. 

“With everyone cheering.. „pushing 
me on, I just had to win. What else 
could I do?” said a jubilant Noyce af- 
ter his dream victory on a works Hon- 
da in front of a record 28,000 crowd 
who packed the twisty, bumpy and 
very tricky circuit. 

Noyce’s tally of a win in the second 
race plus his runner up spot first time 
out was his own personal best ever 
result and now he leads his nearest 
rival in the world championship, Dut- 
chman Gerrit Wolsink (Suzuki), by 27 
points - 162 to 135. 

Victor at Farleigh for the last two 
years, Brad Lackey (Kawasaki) iust 
pipped Noyce for the lead in the first 
race seconds after the start and went 
on to the checkered flag to win by just 
five seconds, 

But next time out there was no 
holding the British champion; again 
he gated brilliantly to take the number 
one spot just after the first bend and 
stay out in front for the next 45 
glorious minutes. 

Reigning world champion ‘Finn 
Heikki Mikkola (Yamaha) returned to 
the grand prix fray at Farleigh after 
injury had forced him to miss the 
previous round in West Germany. But 
the bad luck that has dogged the world 
champion all season did not let up. He 
dropped out half way through the first 
race with a flat rear tire while holding 
third place and could only manage fif- 
th next time out. 

Now he has slumped to fifth in, the 
title stakes with 88 points, behind 
Belgium's’ multi-world champion 
Roger DeCoster (Suzuki) who has 94. 

Mikkola is privately admitting that 
with four rounds remaining in the 
championship the chances of him 
claiming his fourth 500cc title have all 
but disappeared. 

Top British points scorer at Farleigh 
apart from noyce was Maico man 
Geoff Mayes who scored with a sixth 
place in the first race, but crashed in 
the second. 

Official next best Briton at Farleigh 


` was Scot Vic Allan, who managed two 


tenth places on ħis Bultaco. 
Irishman Laurence Spence (Cotton- 


EMX) scored his first GP points of the 
season with a well-deserved eight in 
the first race but failed to score next 
time out. 

Bob Wright-(CCM) struck terrible 
luck at Farleigh; he crashed twice in 
the first race, eventually pulling out 
with a broken clutch lever, and drop- 
ped out of the second when the drive 
chain slipped — and jammed the 
sprocket. 


Frenchman Jean Jacques Bruno 
(KTM) and West German works 
Maico man Herbert Schmitz both 
came out badly after a first-race, first: 
bend pile-up with Wright and Belgian 
Ivan Van den Broeck (Maico) and 
neither rejoined the race. 

Swedish veteran Bengt Aberg 
(Maico) made third on lap one of the 
first race behind Lackey and Noyce. 
Fourth was Mikkola, ahead of Belgian 
works Suzuki man Andre Bromans 
with Dutchman Gerard Rond (Suzuki) 
in sixth spot. 

Lackey had a two-second advantage 
on the second lap as he struggled to 
keep Noyce at bay and Aberg slipped 
further behind. 

Rond, who had crashed in practice 
and injured his knee, dropped off the” 
leaderboard and retired at the halfway 
stage. 

Aberg tired rapidly in the heat and 
within a few laps he too had dropped 
out of the points. 

By lap six Lackey had stretched his 
lead to three seconds but he had to 
fight every inch of the way to do it. 
New man in third place was Wolsink, 
on his way up after starting in ninth. 

Lackey and Noyce cleared off from 
Wolsink, and the rest of the pack. By 
the seventh lap the Dutchman was 15 
seconds down on the leader and 
having his work cut out to fight off à 
determined challenge from Vromans. 
Fifth was Noyce's Honda team mate, 
Malherbe, ahead of DeCoster. These 
two battled away for two laps before 
the Suzuki man slipped past. 

Now DeCoster turned his attention 
to Vromans, tailing him for five laps 
before his adversary went wide at a 


tight right hander letting him 
through. A 
* With. the bit between his teeth 


DeCoster set off after Wolsink and for 
the remaining few laps these twọ 
engaged in a real set-to, that ended 
when the checkered flag went down 
and DeCoster had a split second ad- 
vantage. 

The second race was a runaway vic- 
tory for Noyce who was cheered on 
everywhere on every lap. Van den 
Broeck tucked in behind him at the 
start ahead of Mikkola and Malherbe 
but as they came round to complete 
the first lap it was Malherbe in runner- 
up position from Van den Broeck, 
Mikkola and DeCoster. 

By lap two Noyce had a four second 
lead on Malherbe. Van den Broeck 
had slipped to tenth after a spill and 
DeCoster had made third, passing 
Mikkola with ease on a downhill stret- 
ch. 

Bruno went out early on after 
banging the left foot he injured in 
Canada. 

At the halfway stage the field had 
spread out behind Noyce; Malherbe 
was almost six seconds down and 
racing to win - there are no team or 
ders in the Honda camp. 

But the man who was really moving 
now was Lackey who had gated badly 
and had now fought his way up to 
fourth behind DeCoster. 

Mikkola was fifth, ahead of 
Vromans who was slowing with a 
exhaust and Van den Broeck. 

Wolsink was really struggling down 
in eighth spot, unable to get into thé 
swing of things and disappointed with 
his performance.

HYVINKAA, FINLAND, JULY 1 
The young Dutchman, Van der 
Ven took his first ever Grand 
Prix win and a third place’ in 
Finland. 

After Britain's Neil Hudson drop- 
ped out with mechanical problems 
during the first leg and with current 
points leader Swede Hakan Carlqvist 
laid up with injuries, the Dutch Maico 
rider tore into the lead chased by 
Russian KTM rider Viktor Kavinov 
who eventually took second place West 
German Rolf Deiffenbach did well 
throughout and was placed third in 
the first leg. 

There were anxious moments in the 
first leg when Carlqvist went right over 
the handlebars of his Husqvarna and 
landed fully on his head, but after 
doctors examined him, he went out 
and managed a few laps in the second 
race but retired feeling groggy. 

Britons Rob Hooper and Vaughan 
Semmens, riding Maicos, had their 
best rides of the season, both scoring a 
pair of sevens and nines in both legs. 
Reigning champion, Russian Gennady 
Moiseev, had a bad day and could only 
manage an eighth and fifth place on 
his KTM, which will disappoint. his 
sponsors who already have a strained 
relationship . with both the Soviet 
riders. 

With the points leader out of the 
race, Neil Hudson was back on form 
for the second leg and ‘won it with 
ease, adding another 15 points to his 


total. There are still another three’ 


rounds to go, but if Hudson can just 
keep.on his steady keel, he looks cer-

With the lead in his possession 
for only the last few miles of the 
Desert Donkeys AMA D-37 hare 
scrambles, KTM’s Bob Balentine 


outlasted all of his competition and 
passed the checkered flag first. 


The Desert Donkeys M.C. had 
anticipated the typical July heat and so 
laid out a 43-mile loop that was “fast 
and easy,” according to them, at least. 
They had also decided to up the start- 
ing time to 8 a.m. instead of the usual 
summer start at 9, but this fact had 
been omitted on all but their poster 
ads. 


This was the closest race to the 
Fourth of July, so the sponsoring club 
provided a short but neat fireworks 
display from the hilltop above camp 
on Saturday night, whih was enjoyed 
by everyone, with additional miscel- 
laneous rockets being sent up from 
other clubs in attendance throughout 
the valley. 

Racers were still coming into the 
pits at 8, so the club delayed the start 
until 8:30. The ambulance was on 
time, for a change. 


The turnout was good for a summer 
race — there were over 260 entered, 


with over 30 signed up in the new 
Veterans class. 

The wild Amateur from Hesperia, 
Eric MacCracken, had the lead at the 
bomb and wasn’t about to relinquish 
it. 
Bruce Ogilvie was back out on the 
racing scene more serious than ever. 
His shoulder was feeling strong again 
and he was ready! Bruce was right 
behind Eric. 

In the third spot was “Hard Luck 
Chuck” Miller, who has. been plagued 
with much more than his share of bad 
breaks. 

Balentine, Ed Zarp and Jeff 
Matthews were next, followed by Brad 
Henson, Lee Scheffers, and the first 
rider of the nw Veterans class, #V646. 

Charlie Hamill was the first “C” 
bike through, while Ron Bebo held the 
Senior lead. 

Both Cliff Thomas and Kevin 
Hopkins were out for the Trailbike win 
and a neck and neck battle was 
brewing. ` 

Doug Beisner was the second 
Amateur (first 250cc) with Chuck 
Hermansen (250cc) not far behind. 
Steve Priestly was the second Heavy- 
weight Amateur. 

Amateur C biker Mike Smith had 
the lead in his class, but speedy Paul 
Krause was very close and almost 
breathing down his neck. Wiley 
Vaugh was the first Senior Amateur, 
while Richard Chase had the lead 
Veteran Amateur's spot. 

The Novices had a good battle 
going for the class lead between Tim 
Burley (250cc), Danny Drew (Open), 
#516x and Dave Chumney (C). 

By the time the leaders had reached

the midway mark on the first loop, 
Ogilvie had overpowered MacCracken 
and was in the lead. Miller had 
already dropped out of the race, with 
four more Heavyweights-— Balentine, 
Zarp, Scheffers and, Matthews — in 
close pursuit of the leaders. 

As the two leaders crested the hill 
above the pits, it was McCracken who 
had the point position with Ogilvie 
staying right on his tail. A breather 
behind these two was Balentine. 

A distance back was Scheffers, 
Zarpa and Doug Winchell, who had 
moved up through the ranks from 
12th. $ 

For the Beginners and Novice 
Trailbikes, the crest of the hill meant 
the end of the race for them. Kerry 
Schmidt (Open) took the overall one- 
looper win. Number 541x earned 
second overall, first 250cc honors, 
while #V608x took the Veteran 
Beginner honors. Number 108T was 
first Trail and #80V was the first gal to 
take the checkered. 

Out on the second loop, 
MacCracken had gotten a flat and 
could no longer keep the breakneck 
pace, so he dropped out. Now the 
battle raged between Ogilvie--and 
Balentine. Balentine was going to 
wear Ogilvie down as much as possible 
as he stayed right with him. 

A ways back were Scheffers (who 
had moved into the third spot now),

A big win at Ascot for 
Steve and another night of hard luck 
for Jay would just about give him that 
first-ever cushion in the standings. 

Alex “Jorgy” Jorgensen will be back 
for his first National event since 
getting hurt at Houston in February. 
Jorgy won Ascot last year and has been 
running a few non-money fun events 
in the Stockton area of late. 


Hank Scott says it may be true that 
Jorgy has the oldest machine entered 
in the Ascot race (the BSA twin) but 
he surely has the second oldest with 
some of the parts on his Triumph 
dating back to 1963! This puts brother 
Gary on the third oldest in the line-up, 
but on the same bike that has won the 
event numerous times in the past. 

With the coming of the TT at Ascot 
it also means the night-before Friday 
“Gardena Gold Cup” half mile for 
Novice, Junior and Expert riders. It’s 
the last half mile before the final 
National oval race at Ascot the end of 
September. 

So once again it is the only time of 
the year when fans can take in a half 
mile and a TT at the same track 
within 24 hours. 

A side note in TT happenings: The 
night after the Castle Rock National 
they ran the annual Regional TT at 
the Sidewinders track in Portland. 
Yes, Brad Hurst was the guy to beat. 

Brad put his Triumph on the pole 
for the 25 lap final and led all the way 

- to the final five yards, Then Randy 
Scott caught, passed, and won by two 
feet! It happened that Hurst looked 
over the wrong shoulder, but a first 
and a second was still the largest twin 
payoff for the rider that has become 
the newest AMA National winner. 

You can expect to see several 500cc 
singles at Ascot. Hocking looked good 
on his at Castle Rock; rookie John 
Wincewicz looked equally good. 
Another 500cc was on the pole in the 
National final up north but the young 
man riding it was short on wheel to 
wheel experience. But a 500cc still, for 
the record, was the fastest in the heat 
races. 

Ascot iš longer and faster and it will 
be the ultimate test for the smaller 
one-piston machines that may be 
taking over the racing season soon. 
Yamaha now has more than one 500cc 
ingle racing around under semi-secret 
wraps.

Dave Sims did not 
ride and by his refusal to ride, by 
International rules, he can be put out 
of speedway altogether, set down for 
the rest of the season, kept off the 
program for a number of weeks (as 
many as seen fit), or just bawled out. 
Only time will tell. With the punish- 
ment or penalties being about as 
consistent as a pound of wind-blown 
feathers, I wouldn’t even want to try to 
make a guess.

Rodriquez tops

Randy - Rodriquez pushed his 
Wheelsmith Maico to victory 
with two determined come from 
behind rides.

found a better line and blew by.

The orange flash of Sofka’s Can-Am 
led the pack onto the track for the 
second moto. Only a few feet 
separated the top five at the end of the 
first lap with Sofka still in front ahead 
of Blanton, Terry Freckelton (C-A), 
Rodriquez and Weaver. Rodriquez 
passed Freckelton on the second lap 
and-the leading three riders began to 
pull away. Sofka slowly started to open 
up a little breathing room and 
Blanton and Rodriquez engaged in a 
fine duel of motocross. It took 10 laps 
but Rodriquez finally moved into 
second place and found a couple more 
horsepower somewhere to set off after 
Sofka. Rodriquez gained a few feet 
here and a few there, reeling in Sofka 
with only a few laps left in the moto.

Gibson gallops at

If Honda’s Jim Gibson could ac- 
quire an Open class machine, 
he could potentially sweep all 
three Professional classes at any 
Continental Moto-sports Club event. 
Gibson did win the two Pro classes he 
entered at CMC Saddleback two weeks 
ago. 

CMC threw some pizazz into the day 
by running a Mini event strictly for the 
Pro riders who had mini scoots. After 
the five-lap event, Scott Burnworth 
(Suz) had taken all the marbles. Ron 
Turner (Yam) chased Burnworth 
frantically but settled for second. 
Craig Dale (Kaw) was third. 

Thirty-one anxious 125cc Pros 
waited for the drop of the gate. Into 
the first turn with a 10 bike lead up the 
chute was the Bob Stem-tuned Honda 
of Jim Gibson. The 1978 number 38 
rider in CMC was flawless in his moto 
win and began to lap riders with some 
impressive names. Running in a very 
conservative second place was Scott 
Burnworth (Suz). Behind Burnworth 
was Rick Maki (Yam) and Andy 
Kirker (Yam). On lap four, Kirker 





went down and Jim Holley (Yam) took 
over fourth and started to push Maki. 
On one sweep, Maki had moved to 
sixth place. Holley passed him along 
with David Taylor (LOP) and Tony 
Gomez (Suz). At the close of the 14-lap 
event, Gibson coasted for the win, 
Burnworth was second, followed by 
Holley and Taylor. 

In moto two, Burnworth again had 
to take a back seat to Gibson. Gibson's 
factory scooter was spot-on. In this 
moto, the Tahiti flash, Rick Johnson 
(Yam) was ‘running fourth behind 
Holley for six laps but Johnson 
eventually gained third. For the 
remaining eight laps, the top positions 
did not change. So, for the record, 
Gibson collected the overall win and 
$180, Burnworth was second with a 2 
2 tally, then Holley, Taylor and 
Gomez. 

In the 250cc Pro class, the story was 
the same and Gibson again was the 
leading character. In both motos, 
Gibson was chased intensely by the 
Can-Am-mounted Donnie Hansen. 
Pushing Hansen was the Moto-X Fox- 
sponsored Tony Wanket (Yam). 
Wanket placed third in both motos for 
third overall. 


The orange invader, Donnie 
Hansen, brought out his big bore Can- 
Am to pressure Ron Turner (Yam) in 
moto one of the Open Pros. Chris 
Chaffee (Yam) got the holeshot but 
quickly fell lame and Turner was on 
the run. With Hansen in a solid 
second, Superbowl-bound David Gerig 
(Suz) and Yamaha-mounted Robert 
Marino were really playing tug-o-war. 
At the flag, Turner won, Hansen was 
second ahead of Gerig and Mark 
Brooks (Mai), who snuck inside of 
Marino for fourth. 

In moto two, the finishing positions 
were reversed.

over Kehoe in the Stock Expert (12-16) 
class. Only in the Modified Expert

With temperatures expected to 
topple into the hundreds, the 
California Racing Club opted to 
hold their bi-weekly Sunday moto- 
cross on the shaded Shadow Glenn 
course of Indian Dunes.

Zahrt in the 250cc motos for that 
overall, and Luft Yamaha-mounted 
Bill Ovellette defeated Dave Haugh in 
two tough motos for his share of the 
payback. 

The 250cc. Pros were the second 
group of big boys out on the track, and 
into the first turn it was DG’s Tim 
Locey with the lead, followed by 
Kenny Zahrt, Scott Morgan and John 
Gonzales. Within four laps Locey had 
pulled out enough of a lead to put 
Zahrt out of contention, so Kenny, just 
coming off of a serious knee operation 
and on a new Maico mount, cruised 
around ahead of the. fierce Morgan/ 
Gonzales battle. Gonzales finally got 
the edge in the sandwash and took 
over third. When the flag flew it was 
Locey way out in front, Zahrt, 
Gonzales, Morgan and Jerry 
Freckleton. 

Moto two found Locey and Zahrt 
again at each other’s wheels, and 
again Locey went out to build up a 
huge lead and Zahrt settled into 
second.

$1000 MX wins

VALENCIA, CA, JUNE 17 

Taking advantage of a Father’s 
Day special, International Motor- 
cycle’s Mike Shoemaker, Cole 
Bros.’ Kenny Zahrt, and Ron 
Barker-backed Bobby Kline came out 
to Indian Dunes and took Pro class 
wins in the California Racing Club's 
$1000 Purse Motocross. For- 
Shoemaker it was a good day, as he 
captured the Open Pro classs by 
trading moto wins with Can-Am's 
Donnie Hansen and a fourth in the 
250s, behind winner Zahrt, who was 
back in his first ride on a Maico, and 
racing with a totally rebuilt knee. 
Kline defeated moto winners Jimmy 
Holley and Kawasaki's Chappy Blose 
for the 125cc win. 

In the Open Pros’ first moto, 
Donnie Hansen grabbed the holeshot 
and began to run off with the race. 
Dave Haugh gave chase for the first 
two laps, then dropped to fourth 
behind Luft’s Joe Root and 
Shoemaker. Shoemaker slipped past 
Root the next lap, and set out after 
Hansen. The Can-Am pilot held on 
for the win the rest of the way, while 
Shoemaker settled for second ahead of 
Bob Bang, Jay Harontunian and Joe 
Price. 

Hansen got off to a horrible start the 
second moto, next to last, while 
Shoemaker took the lead ahead of 
Root, TNT's Dale Lewis and Bang. 
Hansen moved up to second by the 
halfway point, picking off two riders a 
- lap, but Shoemaker had a 
commanding lead at that point, and 
Hansen couldn't catch him for the 
win. Root picked up third in the moto 
ahead of Price and Bang. 

Largest of the Pro classes was the 
250’s, where Kenny Zahrt made his 
return to racing after a serious knee 
operation and mounted on a bright 
red Maico. In the first round, Zahrt 
shot his Magnum into the lead, and 
used the entire 12 laps to stretch it out. 
Scott Morgan came around in second 
the first lap, but dropped to third 
behind Mike Shoemaker the next time 
around. Donnie Hansen was also on 
the move, and slipped around 
Morgan, then went to work on 
Shoemaker for second. Nothing 
worked for Hansen, and the flag came 
out with Zahrt ahead, followed by 
Shoemaker, Hansen, Morgan and 
Randy Lewis. 

Round two saw Morgan take the 
holeshot with his Honda, and hold off 
Zahrt for the first three laps.

SALINAS, CA, JULY 1 

Gary Scott tripped out from 
Ohio with brother Hank and 
netted the largest single non- 
National payoff of his career at 
what was intended to be a States 
Championship, but turned out to be 
just a regular style half-mile when 
some of the states forgot to show up.

Thank you for your letter about out 
Training Wheels Enduro. We are 
always glad to recieve comments, good 
or bad, because they help us evaluate 
our runs. 

Our enduro was approximately 57 
miles long and the schedule called for 
four hours and 35 minutes. the overall 
average speed was about 12.5 mph. 
We realize there were some rough 
sections and therefore reduced the 
speed averages to try and keep the 
rider on time. We tried to, anticipate 
the trouble spots for the beginning 
riders, and stationed help in these 
areas. Several club member's 
children, ages seven to fifteen years 
old, varying in experience pre-rode the 
course to help us with our evaluation. I 
might add here, that a girl did take 
the Ist Overall Trophy for the 
Training Wheels. 

Our biggest problem is land use. 
Because of that problem, we are 
confined to a small area. To tie the 
whole course together we had to go 
through some rough sections. We have 
spent countless man hours developing 
new trails for our enduros, but it takes 
much work and time. Our club 
members work to develop new trails on 
a strictly voluntary basis without any 
compensation whatsoever other than 





the satisfaction of knowing they are 
helping to improve and further 
enduros. 

No enduro rider wants to go out and 
ride miles of fire road, so we fashioned 
the Training Wheels along the same 
line as a regular enduro. It's designed 
to give the beginning rider much 
needed experience, and to 
demonstrate what an enduro is all 
about. 

I hope you do not give up on 
northern California enduros. You 
have some very good suggestions in 
your letter for improving them. District 
36 meets the third Wednesday of every 
month at Holiday Inn, in Fairfield at 
8:00 p.m. Rule changes are made at 
these meetings. 

If I may, I suggest you join an enduro 
club. Our members are continously 
trying to improve the sport, and our 
club as well as all others, can use all 
the help they can get. 

Remember, on an enduro the rider 
must endure.

Twice as an American representative 
in the Trophee and Motocross Des 
Nations, his team has been unable to 
equal the U.S. best score, second 
overall in 1974. 

Supercross is a good show for the 
fans. The big money and publicity are 
good assets for the riders. And enough 
cannot be said about Mike Goodwin's 
contribution to the Phantom Duck. 
But let's keep Supercross in the proper 
perspective, especially in the 
advertisements, which might just 
decide the future of all motocross.

Team Suzuki's Harry Everts 
clinched the 125cc World Champion- 
ship MX Series title in Ireland on 
July 15 with a perfect 1-1 victory 
over Team Yamaha's Gaston 
Rahier who placed 3-3. Everts has 
accumulated 274 points, his 
teammate Akira Watanabe has 
205, and 1978 World Champ Rahier 
has 147. 


American Dale Singleton crashed in 
both 100 mile heats of the July 15 Swiss 
round of the World Championship 
F750 Road Race Series at France's 
Circuit Paul Ricard. Singleton was 
unhurt. Johnny Cecotto (Yam), took 
the overall win by placing second in 
the first leg and winning the final one. 
Michael Frutschi (Yam) posted first 
and fourth place finishes for second 
overall while Sadao Asami (Yam) took 
third by combining third and second 
place rides. Defending champ Cecotto 
has a strong hold on the standings 
leading Patrick Pons 79 points to 49 
with Frutschi in third at 43 points. 


An update on the FIM’s action 
against Kenny Roberts reveals that 
the FIM has placed both Roberts 
and Virginio Ferrari on probation 
for the rest of the season. Any 
further action by Roberts or Ferrari 
termed by the FIM to be 
detrimental to the sport could 
result in suspension for the 1980 
season. The pair may appeal their 
fine/probation at the FIM’s Annual 
Congress in October. 


The FIM also levied a fine of 500 Swiss 
Francs (roughly $290) against every 
rider who took part with Roberts and 
Ferrari in the boycott against unsafe 
track conditions at the July 1 Belgian 
road race GP. The fines must be paid 
before a rider can compete in the July 
22 GP in Sweden. A riders’ meeting is 
planned for Sweden to» enable the 
riders to present a unified front to the 
FIM and the event organizers. 


Steve Baker, America’s first road 
race World Champion (F750 in 
1977), has called it quits. The 
Bellingham, Washington, resident 
broke his left arm and left leg in a 
race in England at the end of May. 
“The cast is already off my arm, 
and | hope that the plaster will be 
off my leg in two weeks time, but 
that crash at Brands Hatch was the 
final straw. | don’t want to spend 
all my life mending broken bones,” 
said Steve. In addition to winning 
the F750 crown, Baker finished 
second to Barry Sheene in the ‘77 
500cc GP class while riding for the 
Yamaha factory. The following 








year he was snubbed by Yamaha 
and picked up rides from the Italian 
based Nava Olio Fiat team. He 
broke his left leg in the Canadian 


F750 round at Mosport last 
September. Baker intends to 
open a motorcycle business in his 
hometown. 


Wes Cooley and Ron Pierce will de- 
part soon for Japan, where they will 
compete in the Suzuki 8-Hour 
Endurance race on July 29. Their 
machine for the race will be a mixture 
of old and new — the familiar 1000cc 
AMA Superbike Production engine 
mated to a brand new frame from the 
Suzuki factory which features the anti- 
dive forks that Barry Sheene is 
reportedly using this year. Pops 
Yoshimura is settrng up the bike right 
now in Japan. Honda is fielding a 
strong team — four entries — and it 
includes two of the South's finest-ever 
road racers, Dale Singleton and 
Freddie Spencer. 7 


Reigning 500cc World Road Racing 
Champ Kenny Roberts showed up 
at Sears Point in a brand new (well, 
just about) Ferrari Dino. Suitably, it 
was painted bright Yamaha-type 
yellow. Did fellow Ferrari owner — 
and Yamaha team manager — 
Kenny Clark have anything to do 
with that? ; 


In case you’re wondering what 
happened to Steve McLaughlin in the 
Sears Point Superbike Production 
road race, well, Steve didn’t compete. 
He placed ninth in his heat, but 
didn’t start the final, due to the effects 
of his Loudon crash and a crash in 
Friday's practice at Sears Point on his 
physical condition, “We'll be ready for 
Laguna Seca,” said Steve. 


Guess how Graham Noyce, the 
man everyone is chasing in the 
500cc MX GP point standings, 
relaxes. He plays golf. Noyce held 
a 40-point lead after the July 8 
Swiss round, but he’s not getting 
overconfident. “I'm not kidding 
myself it’s going to be easy. There 
are a.lot of GPs to go yet. At the 
moment I’m just doing a bit of 
jogging and a few games of golf,” 
said the Englishman. 


Trials ace Bernie Schreiber has 
announced that he'll be based in 
England next year. Schreiber, who has 
annually started off the World Cham- 
pionship Observed Trials Series slowly, 


knows that he has to score in the first 


two rounds next year, as usual in 
Ireland and England in February. 


“Every year Vesty (World Champion ' 


Yrjo Vesterinen of Finland) has had 


good starts then tended to fade 
midway through the season, before 
cleverly dominating the final few 
rounds, two of which are held in 
Finland and Sweden...Next year I 
aim to get a good start,” said Bultaco 
works rider Schreiber. 


Papa heard a good definition of 
Superbowl the other day: Disco 
motocross. Tip of the Cycle News 
hat to Suzie Mann and the Vogel 
brothers, Martin and Dave. 


Jimmy Weinert left July 16 for Europe. 
The Jammer will contest three 500cc 
MXGPs and two International events 
with Kawasaki teammate Brad 
Lackey. Weinert's tuner, Roy Turner, 
will “not make the trip; instead 
Weinert's Uni-Traks. will receive the 
attention of a Japanese factor 

mechanic. . 


Along with Bob Hannah's general 
Superbowl slump, he developed 
another problem — a sore arm — 
when he crashed with Scott 
Gillman, according to mechanic 
Keith McCarty. 


LOP's Laurens Offner called Papa 
over to check out the lightest 250cc 
Yamaha at thë Superbowl, Marty 
Moates’ YZ250. According to Offner, 
the bike checked in at 196 lb, on an air 
freight scale. 


Marty Smith didn't ride the Coca- 
Cola Bottlers’ Superbowl of 
Motocross because of his 
shoulder, injured at the previous 
week's 500cc National MX in 
Pennsylvania. Smith's expected to 
undergo an operation as soon as 
he builds up enough courage; he'll 
probably miss two to three months 
‘of racing when that happens. 


Rumor has it that Suzuki may unveil a 
16-valve, four-cylinder four-stroke to 
replace the GS1000 and an RG500 
style chassis to carry it in. The engine 
may be 1000 or 1100cc in street bike 
form and will be the basis for Suzuki’s 
Superbike racers in 1980. Word has 
the bike making its debut in the Bol 
d'Or 24-Hour endurance race this 
September if it fails to appear at the 
Suzuka Six-Hour in Japan later this 
month. It’s also said that Kawasaki has 
a 16-valve head for the KZ1000 ready 
for production. 


HosP!ITal STOP: Mike Baldwin has 
sent X-rays and information about 
his injuries suffered at Loudon last 
month to Belgian bone specialist 
Dr. Derweduwen in hopes that he 
may be able to speed his recovery. 
But Baldwin says that he has no 
intention of returning to. road 
racing until his leg is 100 percent. 
Doctors in the Concord, NH, 
hospital where Baldwin is 
recuperating say that he may now 
be fit enough to return to the sport 
at the end of September.

In a press release with the word 
“NEWS” boldly lettered in red across 
the top, Assemblyman Bob Hayes 
proclaimed July 8-14 as Motorcycle 
Safety and Awareness Week. Dated on 
July 9, the release reached Papa's desk 
on July 12 for publication in the Cycle 
News/West that went to press on 
Monday, July 16. Hope you all 
enjoyed it... 


On the other hand, a second 
release from Assemblyman Hayes 
carried encouraging news. The 
Senate Committee on Govern- 
mental Organization has consent- 
ed unanimously to Hayes’ “Sage- 
brush Rebellion” bill, AB 1407. The 
bill would require the state Lands 
Commission to conduct a one-year 
survey to determine whether some 
16 million acres of federally- 
controlled land are the property of 
the U.S. Government or the state. 
At present, the BLM claims title 
to them. The “Sagebrush Rebel- 
lion” movement, which now in- 
cludes six western states and 
could eventually cover as many as 
10, will challenge the 19th century 
federal practice of withholding title 
to state lands as a precondition 
to statehood. The federal govern- 
ment still claims ownership to 
large portions of western states 
— from 43% of Arizona to 96% of 
Alaska — yet holds no more than 
12% of any other state and only 
26% of the District of Columbia. 


HosPITal STOP: Rick “Super Hunky” 
Sieman, editor of Dirt Bike magazine, 
broke two vertabrae and crushed a 
third when he failed in an attempt tc 
jump Goodwin's Gulch — an obstacle 
on the Coca-Cola Bottlers’ Superbowl 
of Motocross course — in a press day 
editors’ riding session.

Kenny Roberts made his first U.S. racing ap- 
pearance of ’79 a successful one as he and his 
500cc factory Yamaha YZR500 took on the 
750cc TZ750 Yamahas and led them home in 


the 750cc Expert feature race at Sears 
Point International Raceway. : 
Skip Aksland, winner of the Loudon 
road races a month ago, finished 
second, and Gene Romero, who led 
over half of this race, finished third. 
“He doesn’t realize this is my 
Vacation — he was hard on me,” 
quipped Roberts to Romero during 


the winner’s circle ceremony. 


“He didn’t understand,” chided 


Burritto right back, “I’m flat broke. - 


This is my living!” 

Said Aksland: “I think I want a 
rematch at Laguna Seca,” to which 
Roberts replied, “Yeah, I think I’m 
going to be there.” 

Sears Point International Raceway 
hosted a one-day event instead’ of the 
traditional two-day road race 
program. Delays in the heat races led 
to the shortening of most of the final 
events. The 750cc Experts went their 
intended 50 miles, but no other final 
event was longer than 25 miles. Still, 
things ran late, with the first final of 
the day, the -750cc Experts, barely 
getting underway before 4 p.m. 

When they did get underway, it was 
Romero and his Imperial Spa/Don 
Vesco Yamaha reacting beautifully to 
the wave of starter Bob, Malley’s flag 
and jumping into the lead. Wes 
Cooley (Kal-Gard Yam) was second 
into the first turn, followed by Roberts 
and Aksland. Aksland nudged his PJ1 


Lubricants Yamaha briefly ahead. of 
Roberts in the second turn, but Kenny 
was soon back by and quickly ahead of 
Cooley as well. 


At the completion of the first lap 
around the 11-turn, 2.5-mile course, 
Romero led with Roberts and Aksland 
on his tail. The lead trio had already 
started to pull away from Cooley and 
the rest of the pack, and they would 


` continue to do so for the remainder of 


the race. 


Behind Cooley, the first two riders 
to hold fifth past the finish line were 
also the first two out with difficulties: 
Harry Klinzmann and Bruce” 
Hammer. 


By the fourth lap, the first three 
riders were a six-wheeled unit leading 
Cooley, Rich Schlachter, Gil Martin, 
John Bettencourt, Dave Garoutte, 
Dave Emde and) Miles Baldwin. 

Schlachter had been involved in a 
second turn scuffle after Mark Jones 
went down. Schlachter was forced off 
the track; Jones retired. _ 

While the lead trio was busy testing’ 
each other’s defenses, Schlacter, riding 
a Self/Sky Cycles-sponsored TZ, and 
Martin, aboard a_ self-sponsored 
machine, passed Cooley on the sixth 
lap and began a ferocious battle over 
fourth. 

Roberts had passed Romero on 
several occasions in the first 10 laps,

but Gene had always taken the point 
position back before: the start finish 
line. Roberts took the lead on the 11th 
lap, lost it momentarily on the 
following circuit, and then took it for 
good. Once out in front he managed 
to open up some breathing room and 
romped past the checkered flag on the 
20th lap with about a 15-second lead. 

Aksland, who'd been omnipresent 
in third through the race, also found a 
way by Romero — doing it on the 13th 
lap — and pulled a small gap in the 
seven remaining laps. The first three 
were nearly lightyears in front of the 
rest of the pack. 

Schlachter had finally gotten away 
from Martin and he finished fourth 
(Rich would later duplicate the feat in 
the Superbike Production race). 
Martin was fifth over Cooley, Emde, 
northern Californian Dave Garoutte, 
John Bettencourt and Miles Baldwin. 

Roberts’ win gave him his first 
Winston Pro Series points of the year, 
while Aksland’s second place finish 
moved him into a tie for seventh place 
in the standings. “On the dirt tracks 
we've been having some problems,” 
said Skip, “but we're coming back in 
the second half to show ‘em how it’s 
done.” e

Seventeen-year-old Freddie Spencer deftly out- 
maneuvered a 38-rider Superbike Production 
field and worked his way into the Sears Point 
winner's circle for the second time in less than 


an hour. Spencer was never seri- 
ously challenged for the lead; 
from the instant the start flag 
appeared, the Louisiana pave- 
ment master waged complete control 
over the entire field, and the Kawasaki 
Motor Corp./Arai Helmets sponsored 
KZ1000 (Mike Baldwin's machine) 
never missed a beat. Spencer 
completed the 10-lap final, which had 
been shortened from an original 16- 
laps due to delays caused earlier in the 
day, with a large margin of breathing 
room over the Pops Yoshimura Suzuki 
of Ron Pierce. 

Wes Cooley, who started the final in 
dead last, was a man on the run from 
the start. Cooley, favored to win going 
into the early stages of day, eventually 
earned his third place \finish as he 
blasted his Yoshimura. R & D of 
America/Suzuki up through the ranks 
to join Spencer and Pierce in victory 
circle. : 

Cooley, Loudon Superbike winner 
Richard Schlachter on the other 


factory Kawasaki, Harry Klinzmann 
on the Racecrafters/Kawasaki Motor 
Corp. Kawasaki and John 
Bettencourt, Yoshimura East/Betten- 
court’s Suzukiz/Accel/Spectro Oils 
Suzuki, led off the first of two 
qualifying heats. What initially 
appeared to be a- runaway for Cooley 
went away on lap three when his rear 
tire blew out: Cooley ran off the track, 
saved it, hit a ditch, saved it again, hit 
another ditch, and took a “Laugh-In” 
type fall. that was probably no 
laughing matter for him. Schlachter 
inherited the lead and the win 
followed up by Klinzmann, Paul 
Ritter, on the San Jose BMW, Betten- 
court 
mounted Steve Mallonee. 

The second, and fastest, heat went 
to Ron Pierce but Spencer, who 
already had it dialed in just right, 
pressured him right down to the wire. 
Chuck Parme, on his self-sponsored 
Kawasaki, Dave Emde on the Vetter 
Kawasaki (Yoshimura R & D didn’t 
have a bike ready for him), and Dennis 














and Warland Kawasaki.

Smith, Del-Amo Suzuki, earned their 
tickets to the first two rows of the 
Superbike final. 

As the mid-summer sun dropped 
into potential blinding position in the 
turns over the Sears Point hills, the 
final (two hours late) finally was 
staged. Freddie Spencer, hot off his 
250cc Expert win just minutes earlier, 
was ready to do it again. This time he 
had no trouble keeping his tires on the 
pavement; Spencer shot off the line 
and proceeded to set a blistering pace 
for Schlachter, Klinzmann, Smith and 
Pierce who-were in control of the next 
four positions. Cooley had already 
started his work-through-traffic 
charge to the battlefront and was up 
to seventh by the second lap. 


Smith, feeling the pressure being 
dealt out by Pierce, couldn't keep up 
the pace. Cooley had Pierce in his 
sights as he too went around Smith 
and Klinzmann started to get a little 
sideways in the corkscrews. 

Just past the halfway- mark, as 
Spencer expertly smoothed out the 
twisted circuit, a four-abreast battle 
for second was raging between 
Klinzmann, Schlachter, Pierce and 
Cooley in the back sections. Second 
through fifth positions at this point 
was anyone's guess. 

Finally, on the next to last lap of the 
shortened race, Pierce made a move 
around Klinzmann stick. Schlachter 
was fairly steady in third, but Cooley 
just kept on coming right behind him.

Spencer had the race sewn up with 
more than a 12-second margin over 
Pierce. But the young man from 
Shreveport didn’t let. up. He 
maintained his pace right down to the 
wire; even six more laps probably 
wouldn't have made any difference in 
the final outcome, barring mechanical 
failure. 

On the last lap, Cooley opened it up 
to the max, went around Schlachter 
and was headed for Pierce when the 
race ended about a lap too soon for 
him. As the trio shared the victory 
podium, a tired but happy Freddie 
Spencer could only add, “I was just 
really fortunate.” 

Indeed, after two consecutive wins 
within an hour, it appears that 
Spencer is not ‘only fortunate, he's also 
a very talented young man who is 
quickly establishing -his mark as one oj 
America’s newest top road racers of 
the future. This was Spencer's first 
Superbike win of National caliber. He 
will join Daytona Superbike winne1 
Ron Pierce and Loudon Superbike 
winner Richard Schlachter for anothe1 
go at it on August 5 at Laguna Seca. 
The door is still wide open. e

Freddie Spencer staged a repeat 
performance of his Loudon Ex- 
pert Lightweight win as he rock- 
eted the Howard Racing/Arai 
Helmets sponsored, Erv Kanemoto 
tuned Yamaha into the winner's circle 
for the third time this year. Eddie 
Lawson, the 1978 Dirt Track Rookie 
of the Year, was Spencer's closest 
threat on the Ted Dann sponsored/ 
Matt Owens tuned Yamaha. Lawson, 
who’s been successfully contesting 


local AFM club racing at Sears Point, .. 


used every available line on the track 
to get around the young Cajun — but 
nothing worked. Northern Californian 
Gennady Luibimsky, also familiar 
with the difficult Sears Point circuit 
through club racing, put his Harry 
Hunt Racing Products Yamaha into 
third after a lengthy battle with Mark 
Homchick and David Garoutte. 

Add three, take away nine, and the 
total came up to only 17 riders on the 
grid for the start of the 250cc Expert 
heat race. Injuries and mechanical 
problems had narrowed down the 
already slim lightweight field, but 


, Spencer rode it out as if he were 





qualifying for the pole position for the 
750cc National. In fact, Spencer's 
winning heat race time of 9.06.71 was 
almost as fast as the first 750cc Expert 
heat which Aksland had turned in 
9.06.24. Eddie Lawson was 15th off 
the line but charged up to second 
place before the first lap had been 
completed, where he remained for the 
duration. Luibimsky held down third 
throughout the heat but had to turn 
on the gas during the last three laps in 
order to ‘hold off Mark Homchick. 
Dave Garoutte on the DKG Frames 
Yamaha was fifth and the front row 
was set for the Lightweight Final. 

Lawson, Homchick and Spencer 
shot off the line in one-two-three 
formation at the start of the 
Lightweight Final. Lawson looked 
surprisingly comfortable during his 
short lead but Spencer didn’t waste 
any time in setting up for the kill. By 
the third lap, the tables had turned, 
and Freddie was out front, in usual 
form, turning it on and , waving 
goodbye at the same time. 

On the sixth lap the order was 

Spencer, Lawson,  Luibimsky, 
Homchick and Rudy Galindo. 
Galindo had inherited fifth, courtesy 
of Dave Garoutte who had just gone 
down in turn seven. It was later 
teported that Garoutte had sustained 
a broken wrist during his fall. 
t From lap seven on, positions 
temained the same down to seventh 
place for the rest of the race. The only 
changes in position that occurred was 
between seventh place Bruce Maus on 
the Ed’s Service Yamaha and eighth 
place David Bearden on a Yamaha 
from Harker Hts., Texas. On the last 
lap they swapped, and Bearden took 
the finish flag ahead of Maus. 

Spencer said later that he had no 
problems outside of the fact ‘that, 
“Everybody's fast. It’s always hard 
work. I had a little trouble getting the 





rubber to stay down right off the line.” 
Lawson's only problem was, “The tire 
went away — other than that I had a 
good time.” The shortened 
Lightweight Final, held immediately 
after the Novice Final, didn’t allow 
Spencer a chance to taste the fruits of 
victory. Freddy didn’t get any 
champagne — he had to get ready for 
the Superbike Final. No rest for the 
wicked, so “they” say. And “they're” 
right. Spencer has been wicked on 
every road race track so far this year. @

Peeking past the Honda 500cc GP 







According to Mick Grant, who 
along with Takazumi Katayama 
will ride the new Honda, Honda 
has invested almost nine million 


dollars in the 500cc Grand Prix road 
racer’s development. Who else could 
make such an immense commitment? 
Only two photos have been released 
thusfar, and they only hint at what lies 
within. But by combining knowledge 
gleaned from the pictures, rumors and 
other known information, it’s possible 
to speculate on what Honda hath 
wrought. And it’s a bunch! ; 
The wheels measure 16 inches in 
diameter, and with that information 
alone, the overall size of the bike takes

on impressively compact proportions. 
Perhaps the same size as a Yamaha 
TZ250. 

Along with reduced size, for a 500cc 
machine, a monocoque “frame” made 
of carbon fibers instead of heavier steel 
helps keep the weight down in the 200- 
220 lb. range, it is speculated. Carbon 
fiber construction, while very light, is 
also very expensive. But with $9,000,000 
to play with, that’s hardly a factor. 
The big catch is that any crash will 





certainly mean retirement from the 
race since repair is out of the question; 
the entire “frame” would have to be 
replaced, unlike a weldable steel unit. 

The lower portion of the fairing is 
the main part of the frame. Its shape 


accounts for its strength, and it’s cut 
away for access to the engine and 
radiators. But for maintenance that 
isn’t possible with the machine 
completely assembled, it appears that 
only seven bolts will release the entire 
motor, transmission and rear 
suspension from the frame and front 
suspension, baring the entire motor 
for easy access. 

The motor itself,is a V-4. with two 
crankshafts. It may be fuel injected 
rather than using standard carburetor 
induction. The cylinders are oval- 
shaped. In the 1930s, the concept of 
using oval pistons had been explored, 
but technology has not caught up with 
the engineers’ dreams until the 
development of this motorcycle. Two 
overhead cams drive eight valves per 
cylinder, three spark plugs fire into 
each elongated combustion chamber. 
Rumored redline is 20,000 to 22,000 
rpm. The motor is cooled by two 
radiators, one mounted on each side of 
the motor. 3 


machine’s obscuring exterior 


The swingarm is centered on the 
countershaft, and the rear suspension 
is very similar to the Kawasaki Uni- 
Trak in design. Comstar-type wheels 
have more spokes than the production 
Comstars. The front wheels have three 
spokes on each of the five points; there 
are four at each point on the rear 
wheel. 

Front forks have outside shock 
absorbers for ease in tuning-in tht 
suspension at the track. The telescopic 
parts are for guidance only; all spring 
and hydraulic parts are in the separate 
shock absorber units. 

Exhaust pipes are dual two-into: 
one units, one from the top two 
cylinders and one from the bottom. 

The Honda is slated to make its firs; 
public appearance at the British 
Grand Prix on August 12. With 
coverage of that race will come an enc 
(we hope) to the speculation about the 
Honda's exotic innards. Until then, 
this bit of expanded French fantasy 
will have to suffice. Patience... ®

Barnett bags Superbowl 
VIII, Hannah

LOS ANGELES, CA, JULY 14 


“Everything went right, that’s for sure!” Team 
Suzuki’s Mark Barnett responded to announcer 
Larry Huffman in the Coca-Cola Bottlers’ 
Superbowl of Motocross VIII winner’s circle. 


Before a crowd of 76,064 cheer- 
ing spectators in the Los Angeles 
Coliseum, the Bridgeview, Illinois 
rider had edged Team Yamaha's 


Mike Bell — last year’s Superbowl 
winner — by the narrowest of margins 
following a duel that had begun just 


past the halfway point in the 20-lap - 


main event. 

“He was just going good — what 
can I say?” Bell shrugged when asked 
about the quality of the ride put in by 
the man he'd been following for half 
the race. The race had been ultra- 
tense, with Barnett countering every 
aggressive move Bell used to push his 
way past. Blocking, some observers 
called it. All 76,000 + watchers agreed 
that it was Supercross racing at its 
best. 
| Team Kawasakis Gaylon Mosier 
had led from lap four when he'd 
passed the Teeny Meanie, teammate 
Jeff Ward, who'd used his high horse- 
power-to-weight ratio to get the jump 
on the field at the start. Mosier was 
looking good — much like he'd looked 
at Anaheim when he won last year — 
until lap 18, with two laps to go, when 
Barnett squeezed by. Gaylon lost one 
more position to Bell as the lanky 


Lakewood, California rider set his 


- sights on Barnett. Mosier held third 


over Suzuki's Kent Howerton and fifth 
place Jeff Ward at the checkered flag. 

Kent Howerton’s fourth place ride, 
combined with his win in the qualify- 
ing moto, added 21 points to his 
Toyota Supercross Triple Crown tally 
and put him into the Triple Crown 
point standings lead over former 
leader Bob Hannah. 

Hannah still leads the AMA/Toyota 
Supercross Series point standings by a 
tremendous margin, 253 over Jimmy 
Weinert’s 195, even though Hannah 
didn’t score a single point all night at 
the Superbowl. The rider called 
Hurricane has already clinched the 
series title; its mathematically impos- 
sible for anyone to catch up. Only one 
event remains in the '79 AMA/Toyota 
Supercross Series — the Coca-Cola 
Bottlers’ Motocross Finals in Anaheim 
Stadium. on November 17 — and if 
Hannah doesn’t score any points there 
either, he'll still take the title. 

Superbowl is an event that Bob 
Hannah's never won — his jinx if you 


' believe in that sort of thing — and 


tonight marked what must have been 
the Hurricane’s worst race ever. He 
failed to transfer to the main event 


directly from his qualifying moto when 
he locked up the rear wheel in a 
slippery spot, stalling the motor; then 
he fell in the next turn, too. The 


“incidents put him in sixth place — 


only five transfer — and there he 
finished. He won the semifinal race, 
moving to the main. In the main 
event, Hannah started far back in the 
field and simply didn’t have it together 


enough to do any better than 2lst at, 


the moto’s end. 

“I feel like I'm on drugs, the way I'm 
riding!” Hannah joked with a friend in 
the pits just before the main, “I think 
somebody slipped me an old lady 
drug.” It was a bad night. 

Qualifiers 

Mark Barnett got the jump on the 
first qualifying moto, looking like a 
winner from the start with Hannah, 
Honda's Gary Semics, Can-Am’s Rich 
Eierstedt, and Honda’s Hurricane- 
beater Marty Tripes in tow. 

At the end of the opening lap, both 
Eierstedt and Tripes had gotten 
around Semics and into places three 
and four, respectively. A lap later 
when Hannah bobbled, they each 
picked up one more position. Tripes 
pressured. Eierstedt and passed him in 
the latter half of the moto, finishing a 
safe distance behind the easy winner 
Barnett. Barnett, Tripes, Eierstedt, 
Semics and LOP’s Mark Gregson 
transferred to the final event. 

Qualifier two saw Barnett’s Suzuki 
teammate Kent Howerton pull exactly 
the same stunt, leading the race from 
gatedrop to checkered flag. Down the 


jinxed 


L.A. Coliseum’s long starting chute, 
Howerton had led Kawasaki's Jimmy 
Weinert and LOP’s Marty Moates. 
But Moates got around Weinert on the 
first lap, moving into second place 
where he'd stay, despite pressure from 
Weinert, until the end. Weinert held 
third as Honda’s Jimmy Ellis, back in 
action following knee surgery, moved 
up from seventh place at the end of lap 
one to take fourth at the finish. Last 
transfer spot went to Maico rider Parry 
Klassen. 

Breaking the Suzuki stronghold on 
wire-to-wire qualifying moto victories 
in the third race was Kawasaki's Jeff 


- Ward. Ward showed Honda's Stéve 


Wise, Honda’s Jim Gibson, Suzuki- 
mounted Jeff Jennings and DG 
Performance sponsored John Savitski 
down the starting straight. As Ward 
continued to expand his lead, Wise, 
Gibson and Jennings held their 
positions. Honda’s Warren Reid 
slipped into the fifth and final transfer 
spot. * 

The fourth qualifier proved to be 
the fastest and most exciting of the 
evening. It also served as a preview for 
what was to come in the main event as 
Yamaha's Mike Bell and Kawasaki’s 
Gaylon Mosier staged a race-long duel 
with lap times fully second quicker than 
the other qualifiers. Mosier overtook 
Bell on the first Iap, and when they 
completed lap one, it appeared that 
they'd be joined by Suzuki’s Darrell 
Shultz in the race for victory. But 
Shultz got out of shape and came by 
with a length of course marker
